of uuch discussion,one bearing of the matter, 
and that one of practical importance, seeme 
to have been generally overlooked. - It is 
the very obvious fact that tho conditions 
of shipping which existed when most of the 
accepted principles were: luid down, have 
“been completely ultered by the changed 
nature of transport in modern times. What 
may have been a perf ctly reasonable view 
iv the time of sailing -vessols or oven in that. 
of long voyage steamers. alters its natvre 
-when applied in days when shipment to one 
port nad Giauhipment thenc2 to the ultimate 
“destination is a matter of everyday oreur- 
renee, " 
‘That some amendments upon the principles | 
hitherto accepted is urgently called for by 
ftese changes ‘has bean fu'ly shown by the 


extraordinary - developments which have 
occurred of late and which, as we have 
pointed out from Lime to time, fully prove that 
the old rules are by no nieans. adequate to 
meet the state of matters under the altered 
conditiona of the present day. Tho woakest 
point of course ig that there has never been 
any uctual dofinition of what constitutes 
contraband, This is manifest from ‘the 


-| protest, whioh was made by the United 


States Government ngninst-the decision of 
the ‘local Prize Court with regard to the 
Arabio, which was referred to in a case with 
respeet to contrabaad in the Supromo Court 
here. ‘The dezision of the local Russian 
Prize Curis as since -then been reversed 
at St. Petersburg, which is so far satisfactory: 
as it furms a recognition “of the general 
principles set forth in the protest. It will 
be remembered that the United States 
Government rofuaed to accept the principle 
“that telographic telephonic and railway 
materials aro confiscable simply because 
ostined to the open‘commereial ports of a 
belligerent, and pointed out that to deter- 
mine what constitutes contraband three 
vloments have to be considered (1) warlike 
nature, (2) usa, and (3) destination, This 
is uidoubtedly the long accepted principle ; 
but the difficulty arises in its applica 
tion. It ix impossible. to prove 
negative ; and it is, ‘therefore, open to a 
belligerent who may not be too scrupulous, 
to seize a8 contraband everything that may 
in any way be used in a war, unless it can 
he shown that by no possibility can it come 
‘intothe bands of an enemy. Tho secord 
and third elements, namely those of uso and 
‘destination have, therefore, to bs adopted 
asthe criterion; but on either basis, it is 
not always easy to come to a definite or 
katisfuctory decision. As regards the ques 
tion of use it has been justly peintod out 
that in the present duy almost “everything 
from wireless telegraphs to shoo leather 
mug be of essential use in a warlike cam-~ 
paign+~and in respect to destination, the 
esse unfortunately is not much ¢learer. 
To this. point the Quarterly Review hus 
It upholds 
the principle strongly erunciated by Lord 
Srowexr, that the destination of the vessel 
carrying the alleged comtrabaud ought 
absolutely to govern the matter, and that 


recently directed attentivo. 


the question of possible re-despatch, either 
by land or by water, ought not to be cou- 
sidered. ‘This’ principle, however sound in 
the old days of railing vessels, can scarcely 
be upheld in its entirety in the present 
days where voynges are constantly mado 
with trang shipment from one steamer to 
another at given ports. Under such cir- 
cumstances ‘it cannot bo. denied that it is 
stretching a point to say that,the destination 
is necessarily the port to which, in the first 
instance, the goods are consigned. This, re 
well as the question of use, must alsays be 
a matter of fact to bo determined by a con- 
sideration of all the, circumstances of the 
case and to he fairly and impartially decided 
upon by tho tribunal before whom the 
inatter is brought. No definitions or clussi- 
fications, however carefully made, can be 
sufficient in all cases to decide us to the 
se4+—uend—no—general_ principle, _howayer 
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st to be belligerent in their treat- 
ment of jndividual questions of capture that’ 
implicit reliance cannot ‘he placed “upon 
general understandings arrived nt during 8 
time of peace, but which have to be acted 
upon during jar time, when passions ruv 
high, and neither officinls nor commanders 
are likely to be ovor scrupulous in their 
actions. ‘Still, the time has undoubtedly 
cone when some attempt should he made to 
reassert’ the principles which aro applicabla 
os to neutrals and as to captures in accor- 
r dance with the conditions which exist at 
the presont day; and in one way Russia has 
tobe thanked for doing good service towards 
such an enquiry, xs she bas cortainly givon 
examples of every possible way in which 
the bast established principles ean be evaded.

EXTINGUISHER. 


A demonstration os to tho almost automatic 
working of this patout was givon by.the agont 
for Chive aud Manchuria, Mr, Stechmaonn, at 
West Pot on Baturday last, Thora was 
a largo gathoring to ses how the littl, 
pump would do its work, also 6 squad 
of Polico undor the. control of Tnspoctor 
Collett to keop the crowd out of harm’s way, 
Soveral firomen with o few hydrants wore lao 
in rendinoss in cus of emergency. 4 shod com- 
posed of ordinary boards. was placed on a aynare 
in front of the West Point Godowns, Tr was 
about cloven feet broad, between three and four 
feat in depth, and uboat nino toot in height. 

One sido was open. Aftor the insido had beon 
woll costed with. tar, a quantity of dried pine 
was placed inside. This leing well saturated 
with kerosene oil, ‘a light was appliod. Aftor 
about thirty geconds, when tho whole atructary 
was f muss of fumes, the little 13ib patent 
wes brought to boar upon them, with tho 
result that within forty-five seconds from tho 
time of the Minimax starting to work, the fire 
waa completely oxtinguished. Ft did not, how- 
ever, throw tho distance of botwoen forty ond 
ainty foot, as advertised. Tho jet of liquid 
barely covered a spucy of twenty foot, aud there 
was very little spraying.

Aftor shaking, the mixture is 
toady for use, Itis stated that this, apparatas 
bas been tested dnd found to withstend o 
pressure of af least ton atmospheres. That it 
will quickly extinguish the flercoat fame, as 
~laimod for it, Saturdsy’s exhibition proves.

Itis interesting to, note, also from tho same 
anuusl, thot doring the pset yoor Tonjong 
Pagar Dock Company built no fowor than 20 
veesela, the totale given being 1516 tons and 
7541, H. P, The Hongkong Dooks built 16 
daring tho same period of time, including 
the “Kin Ling“ sbove referred to. George 
Fenwick and Co. Heugkong, built two vessels, 
one 8 ste lighter and the other a Iannch, buta 
poriod of greater activity for them in the matter 
of tho building of sbips moy ba safely prophesi- 
ed since their soqr’rement of their new yard at 
Bay_ View.
